A CONFESSION. . 
Charles Geska Tells How He and 
Others Killed William Gletzer. 
Associated Press Loased-wire Service 
ELYRIA Dee. 1. — The full 
story of the murder of William Glet- 
zer, of which Charles Géska is ac- 
cused, has just been made kiown and 
it is almost... unparalleled in some of 
its cold-blooded features. Geska made 
a confession to the sheriff here in 
which he stated that he had two con- 
federates - from ‘Cleveland named 
Michaet° -Plake and: :Ctartes: Todd. 
The trio Weht. td Glétzer’s House the 
night of November 13 and fonpd him 
by his fireside. Seeing that the in- 
truders would not leave, Gietzer tried 
to draw a razor, but dropped it. On 
mes to pick it up_he reeeived a 
charge from a shotgun in the head. 
The weapon was fired by Charles 
Geska, the prisoner, The men ran. out 
and returned and found that Gletzer 
had crawled around to his front gate 
and expired. They found a rope and 
dragged the body to the barn, then 
returned and went to bed, after wip- 
ing up the blood marks. The trio re- 
mained in the house all the next day 
and that night went to the barn and 
placed a lot of powder in the haymow, 
to which 4 lighted fuse was attached. 
Then they disappeared. The body 
was found after the fire had burned 


out.

MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) Dec. 1.—The 
State of Alabama now has two Govern- 
ors and twe separate. sets of State of- 
ficers. Col. Oates atid those elected on 
bis ticket preside @t the Statchouse 
Capt. Kolb and his contingent have not 
annotinced their official headquarters. 
political situation m Alabama 
today has been a Most exciting ona 
This was the day set by law tor the 
inauguration of a Governor and State 
officers. The returtie of the August 
election have shown the election of the 
‘Democratic ticket, headed by Col. 
William Oates by over 20,000 major- 
ity. The Legislature in joint session 
had regularly counted and announced 
the result. Capt. Kolb, Oates’s op- 
ponent, the nominee of the Populists, 
charged frauds and claimed that. he 
had received a majority of the votes 
cast and. was the rightful heir to the 
Governor’s © office. He determined, 
therefore, to be sworn in. and he was. 
At high noon, surremnded by mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and with the 
usual pomp of military display, Col. 
Oates took the oath of office upon the 
steps of the State Capitol, standing on 
the very spot on which Jefferson Davis 
stood when he was sworn in as Presi- 


dent. of “the ‘Somthern Confederacy.

“KNOTHER ACCOUNT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Star's 
special from Montgomery, Ala., says 
‘that since daylight the streets re 
sounded with the tramp of armed men 
and the roll of drums. The'sun glist- 
‘ened upon hundreds of bristling bayo- 
nets, marking the presence of the 
State militia, who participated*in the 
inauguration of Gov.-elect W. ‘C. 
Oates. Hach man, by order of Gov, 
Jones, carried forty rounds of ball 
eartridges for his rifle, with other 
rounds close at hand. Another body 
of men were on the streets who made 
no display of force, but were easily 
recognized. They were tall, gaunt 
countrymen, with sullep faces and at- 
tired in rough clothes and slouch hats. 
| They came to town in small groups by 
train} wagon and mules. They did not 
appear meddlesome; made no boasts or 
threats, but went abdut with a cowed 


air-and gazed wrathfully upon the 
+ militia. They came at Capt. Kolb’s 


request to see him sworn in as Gov- 
ernor “by the grace of God,” but with- 
out form of law. 

| , At 10:30 o’clock the militia began to 
aesemble at the armory. At the caucus 
of the Kolbites last night it was de- 
cided to assemble at the Statehouse at 
1 o'clock today, an hour in advance of 
the inauguration of Oakes, and have 
Kolb sworn in. Diffiedity was ex- 
perienced in getting an official to ad- 
minister the oath, two Populist judges, 
sympathizers with the cause, declin- 
ing, saying they would lose their of- 
fices by being impeached for treason. 
At 11 o'clock a message was received 
at. the Statehouse saying that Capt. 
Kolb had taken the gubernatorial oath 
in.a down-town office and was coming 
to. the Statehouse, to make a speech. 
Gov. Jones issued orders to give free 
access to the ‘Statehouse grounds as 
long as those who entered behaved in 
an orderly manner. Kolb was sworn 


Peace, in the law office of Warren 
Reese, at the same time the oath was 
administered. to J. C. Fauville.

controlling the polls. I would, indeed, 
be an ingrate if I failed to protest to- 
day in behalf of two-thirds of the white 
voters of Alabama against such .wil- 
ful usurpation. 

As outlined in my address to the 
ple, I. have taken the oath of ce 
and been sworn in as Governor de 
jure of this State. It is the ballot 
which gives me the right to office un- 
der the laws of Alabama, but that 
right has been suspendedby false and 
fraudulent election returns and the 
right to the office of Governor has been 
prima facie conferred upon Col. Oates, 
I take the oath of office simply as a 
protest against usurpation and fraud 
and promise that I will usé all legal 
means at my command to set aside 
and hold for naught the fraudulent 
élection returns by which he claims 
to be Governor of Alabama. If a fair 
and honest contest law is passed by 
the General Assembly, that would set- 
tle all the trouble and be satisfactory 
to the people, as well as myself. If 
this act of justice is denied us, then 
we will make an appeal to the general 
government, confidently relying on the 
justice of our cause and believing that 
in the end the right will triumph and 
a trne republican form of government 
®uaranterd to our beloved State.” 
Referring .to the charges of fraud, 

. Oates 
“It has been claimed that frauds 
were committed in the last August 
election. I have no Knowledge what- 
ever of any, and in the good name of 
our State regret that such charges have 
been made. I ptoclaimed in my 
speeches and during the campaign that 
I favored ‘fair elections, and so I, do. 
I am satisfied beyond a doubt that I 
was legally elected by a large majority 
or I would not accept the office. I 
would never assume the of 
usurper in the absence of a law pro- 
viding for a contest. I regret that 
there is not such a one. If there were 
frauds in last August's elections in 
some of the counties in the black belt, 
as charged by the defeated candidates, 
they are of no consequense, for, after 
throwing out every vote to which any 
reasonable man could possibly object 
and admitting the entire vote re- 
turned for my competitor as legal, 
which I do not, my majority would 
then still be large.” 

During Kolb’s speech not over 300 
Kolbites were in the crowd, and there 
was no sign of arms among them.

Roughly speaking, all the important 
new plays of the season have turned 
out well. 

“The New Woman,” Carr's first great 
money. success, had its one-hundredth 
performance at the Comedy Theater on 
Thursday, 2nd on Monday last “The 
Wife of Dices,” by 8.

BERLIN, Dec. 1—(By Atlantic Cable, 
Associated Press Copyright, 1894.) Since 
his return from visiting the South German 
States. Prince Hobenlohe has familiarized 
himself. with the duties of his new office, 
and te has done this with such rapidity and 
entire absence of ‘fuas and noise asto fully 
justify all the expectations built on bim. 
One of his first.duties was to-listen to a 
number of repofts made to him by the 
chiefs of the various departments and he 
shoewd a eurprising grasp of ali ques- 
tions of importance ewaiting prompt solu- 
tion. Thus far the most radical difference 
between Von Hohenlohe and Von Caprivi 
is that the former does not fight his bat- 
tles nor declare bis intentions in what 
is known as the “official press.” 

Hohenbohe expecis ‘to see the anti-revo- 
lutionary measure adopted within a few 
weeks after the opening of the Reichstag, 
but it is extremely probable the bill will 
be somewhat modified in committee. The 
leaders of the Opposition, as well as the 
Opposition papers, point out that in its 
peresent shape two paragraphs could easily 
be employed against them instead of 
against the destructionista. , 

The war within the Socialist camp con- 
tinues to claim the attention of all poli- 
tttians. The apparent struggle for su- 
premacy between Bebel and Vollmer, with 
their respective folldwings, is going on with 
undiminished fervor.

Hansemann, an assisctant in Prof. Ver- 
chow’s Pathological Institute, a mounth- 
piece of Prof. Verchow himself, sharply 
criticized in detail Prof. Behring’s serum 
therapeutics. He denied that the serum 
immunizes the human being and declared 
no sufficient proof had been produced re- 
specting its curative properties. Further- 
more, Dr. Hansemann claimed that the 
effects of serum tratment in many cases 
was dangerous to health, even to life. 
The statistics thus far obtainable of the 
result of the serum treatment he pro- 
nounced to be unreliable and misleading. 

The lecture was received with great 
applause from one part of the au- 
dience and hisses from the other 
part.

Tielogical properties. He published the 
Besults of those researches, among which 
was the fact that the blood of an im- 
munized sheep destroyed more anthax or 
bacilli than the blood of a non-immunized 
animal. He thus clearly showed the way 
which Behring and others subsequently 
took and, in point of fact, laid the foun- 
dation of the present blood-serum treat-

ST. LOUIS, Det. 1.—According to the 
attorney of the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany of this city, a branch of the Stand- 
ard Oil, the officers of that “ompany will 
go to Texas and submit themselves to the 
court at Waco, in which indictments were 
recently found against them for maintain- 
ing trust relations.

ST. PAUL, Dec. 1.—Senator Hansbrough 
of North Dakota was in the city last night, 
en route to Washington. In the course of 
an interview, after speaking of the effects 
-of the Wilson bill and the necessity of the 
Republicans to provide the country with 
revenue, he said: 

“The so-called Baltimore plan of finance 
is not likely to be accepted by this or any 
future Congress.

An agreement  be- 
tween the countries I have mentioned 
would give a new lease of prosperity to 
the countries, to the agreement, and cause 
an emigration of people from England, 
which would soon bring that gold basis 
country to her knees.

The old vine-clad adobe houses have 
given away to magnificent business blocks, 
and the old dusty thoroughfares, hemmed 
in on one side by a scragly willow hedge, 
and on the other by a weed-hidden zanja, 
are now clean and well paved avenues, 
as with pallatial residences and beauti- 
awns.

THE TWO CANDIDATES COMPARED 


AND CONTRASTED. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1.—(To the Editor 
of The Times:) I have read a good many 
articles, pro and con, on the several can- 
didates, who are before the people for 
election as Mayor on MonAay next, but I 
would like ‘to ask if, in your investigation, 
you have discovered how Mr. Rader se- 
cured the ‘“‘pull’’ that nominated him? 

It.is said that this is not the firat time

Later, 
finding he had no show, he became a can- 
didate for Supervisor. Surely this was po-

There were candidates before that con- 
vention who had served the party and 
city well and faithfully, who were popular 
with the people and who had shown ability 
to deal with public affairs; who had spent 
their money liberally for the party, and 
who would- scorn to do so small a thing 
as to accept $100 to serve on a Fourth of 
July committee; men who have been mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce since 
its organization, and who ‘lid n«ot wait to 
become candidates for office before identi- 
fying themselves with this and «wther pub- 
lic enterprises, and yet Mr. Rader was 
nominated. Let me ask what campaign 
committee ever received a single dollar 
from this enterprising citizen; what has 
he ever done for the city, or party, that 
he has not been paid for in gold dollars? 
Was he so popular with the people or the 
party that he was the “logical candidate?’ 
I hear “‘no’’ on all sides. How, then, did 
he secure the nomination? Is it not a fact 
that he secured it through the work of 
the solid Bighth Ward Jelegation, and 
who controlled that delegation? Was it 
not Boss Webber? 
and is it not a fact that Mr. Rader made 
his bargain. with this boss, and did he 
not pay money for the service? One man 
who was defeated in that convention has 
publicly stated that he was turned down 
because he would not put up $2000. An- 
other, I understand, has stated that this 
boss told him that Rader couldn't be 
turned down. If this is true—and the

. This was true iu this country as it 
was abroad. The cuirass was cloth-covered, 
and it was natural to suppose that what- 
ever was most wonderful was true, and it 
certainly was most wonderful that cloth 
should resist that penetrating power of a 
projectile which would go through three 


feet or more of wood. 
Hiram T. Maxim, ,a Maine Yankee, the 
well-knowh inventor of the Maxim gun, 
seems to have been the first person to sus- 
péct that the cuirass was not what it was 
supposed to be, and to offer an explanation 
of it to’ the British public. Mr. Maxim 
saw Herr Dowe’s cttiirass shot at. He was 
satisfied that the tests were genuine. He 
also learned that the cuirass was about 
14X16 inches in arqa. three inches thick 
and weighed 11% pounds. 

- A féw days after seeing te trial Mr. 
Maxim wrote to some of the English news- 
papers, saying that he had succeeded in 
making .a cuirass which would stand the 
same tests and inviting the public and 
especially certain army officers down to 
his gun works at Erith, twenty-eight miles 
from London, to test it on June 1 

His cuirass, he said, was made of cer- 
tain organic and inorganic substances, was 
1% inches thick and weighed only ten 
pounds. It had taken him six hours to in- 
vent it, and he would sell the secret to any 
officer appointed by Her ,Majesty’s govern- 
ment for 7s 6d., the bare cost of the ma- 
terial.

Maxim added, of some very fine Maxim+ 
Nordenfeldt gunds, made for the Sultan of 
Turkey. An announcement of this sort 
im ‘this country would have been suspected 
as Savoring of a joke, but the Britishers 
@ not seem to have suspected one. Ad- 
mirals Saumarez and Boys, Gen. Dunne, 
Coi. Slade, Maj. Crabbe and Capt. Dutton 
Hunt,. the last two district inspectors of 
muvketry, besides a great crowd of citi-

‘The Britishers didn’t ‘‘smell a mice” 
even when Mr. Maxim began the proceed- 
ings with an exhibition of his guns, nor 
later, when he then handed it over ito a 
museum man, saying that this man bad 
paid the 7s 6d for it and was entitled to 
simply bewildered. Mr. Maxim then) 
brought forward another cuirass, which, -he 
eaid, they could shoot at all they wanted 
té, and showed them that it was made of 
@ plate of steel, covered with leather. The 
big bugs of the army ‘got indignant at 
what they deemed was trifling with them, 
and marched off. Had they stayed they 
would have seen that Mr. Maxim had kept 
his word. The plate withstood the tests 
end was lighter than the German tailor’s. 
The British papers have hardly yet got 
over abusing Mr. Maxim for what they 
thought was a scurvy joke, and none of 
them seem to recognize the value of th 
levson taught by it. 

Mr. Maxim bas written an interesting 
letters to the Sun regarding the maitter. 
He says: Believing that there will be a 
good deal of misunderstanding in America 
in regard to what the English press has 
been pleased to call ‘Mr. Maxim’s (reat 
Hoax,’ I beg t> send you the following, 
which, I think, will explain the whole 
thing andl be appreciated in the States: 

“For many months a great deal had 
been gaid in the public press regarding 
a Dullet-proof cloth or a bullet-proof cuat 
which had been made by a German taillo’. 
and would resist the fire from tne xaw 
magazine riffle. I know that mathematics, 
éven in its simplest form, fs to some peo- 
ple very uninteresting; nevertheless, I 
shall Have to indulge in a few simple 
figures. 

‘The new army rifles used in Europe 
have a very much elongated nickel-covered 
lead’ profectile. The muzzle velocity of 
these bullets is over 2000 feet per second. 
Now, in order to understand what it 
means to stop one of these bullets within 
@ space of three inches, I would say that 
the imitial pressure in the barrel in some 
rifles at firing is twenty-tons to the square 
inch, and that the mean effective pressure 
throughout the whole length of the barre!s 
is, Gay ten tons to the square inch. Now, 
if we fire at any substance at short range 
the bullet having only a few feet of air to 
pass through, we have all of the original 
energy as received from the barrel to 
contend with, and, if we wish te bring the 
bullet to a state of rest imside of cne- 
tenth part of thé length of the barrel, it 
is necesgary to oppose it by a pressure ten 
times as great as that which it receives 
from the barrel, or 100 ton$ to the square 
inch. It is unmecessary for me to state 
tb Amerioans, at least, that at this cnor- 
mous pressure lead behaves exactiy Ike 
water, and the projectile, instead of being 
deformed or mushroomed in the ordinary 
semse goc's to pieces, the fragments having 
no resemblance at all to the original buliet. 
If one of these bullets strikes a hardened 
piece of sieel the energy is converted par- | 
tially.into heat and partially into dissipat- 
ing the bullet into a fine meiallic spray, 
which appears in the air as a gray mist. 
Taese military projectiles will pass thtovgh 
from. twenty to thirty inches of hard wood, 
from eighty to 100 inches of soft wood, ur 
‘through three-eights of an inch of strel 
or one-bialf inch of iron. ft will therefore 
be seen that they require a g20d deal of 
stopping. Hed the German tailor pro- 
duced a cloth which would resist these bul- 
lets, it would not have been an invention, 
but a miracle. Had ‘the produced a non- 
metallic cuirass, which would have been 
lighter than steel, for the same area, and 
‘would have stopped these bullets, it would 
also have been a miracle, and we all know 
‘miracles never happen.’ 

“Some weeks ago the little Genman tailor 
and sis so-called invention were brought 
to England by two showmen, and the 
walls of London were placarded with the 
mame of Herr Dowe, inventor of bullet- 
proof cjoth. All military men of any im- 
portance were invited to an exhibition of 
the wonderful powers of this. invention: 
H. R. H., the Duke of Cambridge, the ficld 
marshal, commanding in chief, and a large 
mumber of promnient generals, admirals, 
titled gentlemen and others attended, end 
they all appear to have been perfectly sat- 
tefied as to the good faith of ‘the invention. 
Herr Dowe became the lion of the day. 
Everybody went wild over bullet-oroof 
eldéth, @ut,"as a matter of fact, not a single 
equare ‘nch of bullet-proof cloth has ever 
been shown. The thing which was brought 
to Dngland tobe fired at consisted simply 
of an ordinary cloth bag,*or case, insice 
of which was a piece of hard metallic ar- 
mor-plate.. It would appear tht ‘none of the 
eesemblage of military and scientific ex- 
peru ev thougot of such a thing as 
weighing the ghield. However, it was said

fate URAL, the Duke of Cambridge, a 
piece of paper was wrapped around this 
6o-called oulrass. This paper was brought 
to’ me “afterward, and the holes showed 
the area where the bullets had struck. . 
‘The part of the paper which was folded 
over the edge of the shield indicated dis- 
tinctly that the bullets had struck a hard 
metallic plate, probably steel, inside, and 
that the ‘splash’ had cut chardcteristic 
holes in the paper, which clearly Andicated 
t one familiar with such matters ex- 
actiy how the shield was made what 


body was invited to fire at a so-called 
culrass, which consisted of a steel shield 
inside of a bag, and to weigh it and 
measure it; and compare it with. Herr 
Dowe’s. I guaranteed to be able to beat 
him, weight and area being considered. 
However, when it was found that my 
culrass consisted simply of a steel plate 
in a.bag a certain number of’ the un- 
thinking never stopped for a moment to 
ask themselves if I had done all I had 
agreed to do, or whether I had beaten 
Herr Dowe or not. They simply consid- 
ered they had been sold, and one big, 
pompous officer, who had come down 
from London with an arsenal, two or- 
derlies, and a thimbleful of brains, said 
in a loud voice that he would not be a 
party to such a disgraceful swindle, and 
left im a, great huff, taking about one 
a military and newspaper men with 

m. 

“The abuse which I have received for 
giving away this littletrick is simply mar- 
velous. However, thé scientific men in 
England very soon saw the point. 

“The principal mistake which I made 
was overrating the good sense of the 
English public. My excuse for this is that 
my associates in England are, for the most 
part, scientifiC men, who are quite as 
bright as can be found anywhere in the 
world.. I was not prepared for the great 
sub-stratum of the unthinking. Two 
weeks after the affair about half the 
press have come round and seen the point, 
while the other half are still laboring in 
the fog. They wanted. their bullet-proof 
cloth, and they blame me for abolishing 
it, and will not be appeased.”’ 

Since Mr. Maxim’s exhibition Herr 
Dowe and his managers have both denied, 
with great show of indignation, that there 
is any iron or steel in Dowe’s cuirass, but 
they seem carefully to have avoided deny- 
ing that it contains a metal plate. That is 


the point that Mr. Maxim seems to have 
made clear. 


THE MEN OF ’61. 


Exposure of Some Wild Figuring in Veteran 
Mortality Statistics. 
(Grand Army Gazette:) Some of the al- 
leged veteran organs occasionally indulge 
in some such wild figuring as we find in 
a recent number of the National Tribune. 
In an article headed ‘‘Mortality Among 
Veterans,’ Dditor Lemon, the claim agent, 
declares that ‘“‘a number of able actuaries 
are ‘trying to arrive at some data which 
will furnish reHable data for calculations.”’ 
It is probable that facts for the data are 
wihjat they are “trying to arrive at.”’ 
The report of the New Jersey Soldiers’ 
Home for last year is the basis .for the 
article, and forty-nine deaths: among £40 
veterans is the particular statement upon 
which the computations are founded. The 
deduction is, one death in seventeen,’ or 


eight in every 1000. Estimating that there 
were 1,000,000 veterans alive January 1, 
1894, by January 1, 1895, 58,262 will be 
dead. This means that 582,620-will be dead 
in ten years. Really, there will be a much 
larger number, since the death rate in- 
creases very rapidly with each year now.”’ 
Now for some comnron sense figuring as 
opposed to this lunatic ciphering. The 
Department of Michigan, with a member- 
ship of 20,000, officially reports its losses 
by death for the year ending December 
31, 1893, as 314, a trifle over 1% per cent., 
or 15 to the 1000; the average age of 
‘all survivors of the war being about 55. 
This ts a low death rate—lower than that 
of any ‘other 20,000 of any class, even 
of those who never ured the hardsh 
and privations of army service. It is the 


survival of the fittest with all that it 
implies. 
At the National Encampment held at 


Indianapolis, Ind., last year, the number of 
deaths reported for the year was 7002 in 
a total membership of 400,000, which is 
less than 2 per cent., and this inchides 
the deaths of comrades belonging to posts 
at the national and State soldiers’ homes. 
This gives a death rage of only 17 to the 
1000 instead of the grewsome 58 given by 
Mr. Lemon. 

New York, with a membership of 41,000, 
reports 826 deaths; a trifle over 2 per cent., 
or 20 to the 1000 men. 

To get at the average death rate ofa 
community or of a locality it is obviously 
unfair and unwise to go to hospitals alone 
for the statistics. Our national and State 
homes are filled with old soldiers who are 
supposed to be so seriously impaired in 
vitality as to be totally disabled—to be 
diseased with all the ills that flesh is heir 
to, or so crippled by wounds that their 
strength has been sapped while deprived 
by them of the opportunity to recuperate 


by healthy exercise. Besides, they are 
all above the average age. , 
Reputable comrades cannot fail to enter- 


tain sovereign contempt for Mr. Lemon, 
who thus endeavors to prove that we, the 
survivors of the great conflict of 1861-65, 
are played-out weaklings, a good-for-noth- 
ing lot of incapables- who “lag , superfluous 
on the stage.’’ 


FAIR MAID OF PERTH. 


Restoration of the Home of Sir Walter Scott’s 
Heroine. 

(Philadelphia Record:) The. house of the 
“Pair Maid of Perth,” an open subject of 
much interest to travelers in Scotland, has 
just been restored. The building, which 
had an authenticated existence in . the 
reign of King Robert III, and was the 
home of Sir Walter Sdott’s heroine, Cath- 
erine Glover, threatened to crumble out of 
existence. Two years ago it was purchased 
with a view to its preservation by a 
county gentleman, and well-known an- 
tiquary, William Japp of Broomball. The 
purchase was made the local Guild 
of Glovers, who | done much to re- 


permanent form the undoubted relics of 
the old Glover’s home. These inelude the 
arch belonging to the Curfew Bell, which 
hung here, as well as the ancient shrine 
which the Fair Maid used. The house 
formed part of a Benedictine monastery, 
and near to it has been found evidence of 
an old residence believed to be the spot 
where King James I of Scotdand was mutr- 
dered. As opportunity offers Mr. Japp will 
also collect furniture of the period, or 
thereabouts, and place it in this ancient 
tenement. 


The Language of Ants, : 

(London “Public Opinion:) It has long 
been believed that ants have means of 
communicating with each other, and Lub- 
bock and Landois gathered from their re- 
searches on’ the sybject that the i 
do so by. means of sounds” too high in 
pitch to effect the human ear. Janet, a 
French naturalist (Annales Entomologiques 
de France, XDII) has recently shown that 
certain ants. make strifulating noises 
analogous to those of crickets, produced 
by the rubbing together of somé@ of the 
many rugose or rough surfaces to be 
found on their bodies. These noises, too 
slight to be heard when made by only one 
insect, may be detected by imprisoning a 
lot of ants betwéen two pieces of glass, 
in a space surrounded by a ring of putty. 
On holding this .o the ear one may hear, 
by listening attentively, a gentle murmur, 
likened by M. Janet to that made by liquid 
boiling slightly in a closed vessel, varied 
now and then by distinct stridulating 


sounds. These sounds are heard only 
when the ants are disturbed.

It is a gomewhat interesting fact that 
the ratio of suicides to the population is 
highest in those countries in which mur- 
ders are few, and lowest in those coun- 
tries in which murders are many. It 
would seem as if those inclined to take 
their own lives were reluctant to seek 
the lives of. others, and those who are 
reckless in their estimate of the value of 
the lives, of others were scrupulous in pro- 
tecting and preserving their own. 

The extension of machinery for man- 
ufacturing purposes and the rapid utiliza- 
tion of electricity for motive power and 
for purposes of illumination has largely 
increased in all progressive countries the 
ratio of accidents. Ait the present time 
these are the average ratios of the number 
of accidental deaths to 10,000 annual 
deaths from alll causes in’the countries 
mamed: England and Scotland, 30; Ire- 
land, 18; France, 15; Germany, 16; Russia, 
6; Austria, 10; ately 5; Switzerland, 28; 
Spain, 7; Denmark, 12, and the United 
States, 40. 

To the number of passengers carried the 

ratio of railroad accidtnts is greatest in 
the United States, and other countries thus 
follow in the order named: Russia, Italy, 
Spain, France, Germany, Belgium, England 
and Switzerland. 
+ The accidents attributable to contact, in 
form,.with the electric current are 
most numerous in the United States, and 
public experience in this regard is very 
similar to what finst followed ‘the introduc- 
‘tion of steam as a power of traction.

In the United States capital punishment 
is inflicted in nearly every State under the 
authority of the Sheriff of the particulur 
which the crime for which it'is 
the penalty, was committed. There are 
4000 counties in the United States, ond 
consequently 4000 sheriffs, exclusive of the 
self-conatituted mobs of masked individuais, 
who, in certain diatricts of the South and 
West, usurp, from time to time, the 
Sheriff’s duties and prerogatives. 

The United States government acquires 
jurisdiction in very few capital cases, the 
number including crimes committed in the 
District of Columbia or any of the Terri- 
tories, on the high seas in American ves- 
sels, in military encampmients or among 

In several European countries capital 
punishment has been explicitly repedied 
by law, and ithe same is true of three States 
in this country. No accura'’te figures, the-e- 
fore, can be given on the subject of execu- 
tiomrs, except such as are based upon the 
mumber of murders, punishment for which 
is highest inm- France and England and iow- 
in Italy and the United States. 
But the fact its not to be forgotten that 
the n of foreign-born residents is 
greater in the United States than in any 
Eurepean country, and that the number of 
foreign-born criminals in the United States 
is abnormally large, and tends unjustly to 
augment, in nearly every cage, e ratio 
of the United States. vepu

| PIPES AS ’PHONES. 
A Possib ility That They May Be Used With- 


_ out the Aid of Wires. 
“(New York World:). Thomas Bamford, a 
telegraph operator, employed in*the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
offices at No. 429 Broadway, and living at 
No. 259 Eleventh street, Brooklyn, has 
made several interesting experiments in 
the use of water pipes as telepliones, which 
he describes ir. a paper he read before the 
ei lyn’ Electrical Society on. Thursday 
night. 

Mr. Schumacher and Mr. Bamford at- 
tached the wires of their telephones to a 
gas pipe, but no sound came,’ save that 
caused by induction from an adjacent 
trolley. 

Mr. Bamford took the wire from the gas 
pipe at his end of the line and threw in 
the live wire. Then he found that he and 
his friend could hear each other, although 
both connections at the other end were 
grounded, while Bamford’s were attached, 
one to a water pipe and the other to a 
live. wire whose circuit was. completed. 
Mr. Bamford. calls this a freak which he 
was never able to understand, though he 
thinks it might be possible to have a di- 
rect circuit by induction from a trolley 


wire which the live wire crossed at a 
height of fifteen feet. Fie 
“We were able to hear each other, 


though the words were muffied and sounded 
as if spoken at'a'great distance,”’ said Mr. 
Bamford. “The distance between Mr. 
Schumacher and myself was about five 
blocks.”’ j 

Sometimes, according to Mr. Bamford’s 
observation, a person in one room, by 
means of the gas pipes, can hear those 
talking in another. Telephone wires and 
boxes are not necessary, and people who 
live in flats should, therefore, be careful 
what they say about their neighbors, even 
in the privacy of their own homes. This 
is especially the case in rainy weather, as 
the sound is more likely to be transmitted 
then. Mr... Bamford cites instances in 
which he himself has heard persons talk- 
ing, and could even distinguish the differ- 
ence in their voices. The sound came 
through the gas pipes.. 

Mr. Bamford says there is a telephone 
system at Laneville, France, established 
under conditions which illustrate the ease 
with which sound may be transmitted. 
The live wire is of galvanized iron and is 
tightly stretched. It is fastened to a post 
at the top of-+a hay loft and runs in an 
obtuse angle along the chimney-stack of a 
neighboring house. When one speaks 
into’ this telephone the chimney along 
which’ the wire runs speaks, and the fire- 
place speaks also. A person lying in bed 
in a room, in‘this house hears al) the 
words transmited to the wire more dis- 
tinctly than those at the end of the wire 
who afe using the receiving apparatus. 
Mr. Bamford quotes Hospitiller, who says 
he speaks in this case from. personal ex- 
perience.

Iron 
and steel are particularly susceptible to 
corrgsion, which doés mot stop at the sur- 
face, as is the case with some metals. The 
oxidization process in iron and steel eais 
through. This being.so, will the buildings 
of skeletén construction, whose stability 
depends not upon the surrounding walls, 
but upon the metallic supports and ribs, 
sustain the corrosion of time and the ele- 
ments?, An answer to this comes from the 
experience of the buildings of forty or 
fifty years ago which are being torn down 
every once in a while to make way for the 
more modern structures. The dealers in 
secomi-hand building material find that 
the old ironwork is usually good enough to 
be used again. And this is true whether 
the material was imbedded in brick and 
mortar or not. The beams which formed 
part of the New York Times building were 
left to make part of the new one, because 
they were absolutely uninjured by more 
than thirty years of use and the same has 
been found ‘to be true of ironwork in much 
older down-town buildings. 


FABLES OF THE PHOENIX. 


fro: Greecs and Egypt. 

(St. Louis Republic:) The paragen of all 
fabulous creatures was the bird deecrihed 
by the ancient writers under the title of 
the “Arabian Phoenix.” Ovid says: ‘‘Al- 
though most beings and things have their 
origin in other individuals of their own 
species, there is one remarkable exception 
to this general law—the miraculous bird 
rin ge the ‘Phoenix.’ which reproduces it- 
self.”” 

According to a belief which Herodotus 
heard expressed at Heliopolis, the famous 
Egyptian “‘City of the Sun,” this ‘“‘miracu- 
lous’’ bird visited that place once every 
500 years (always coming from the direc- 
tion of Arabia,) on the occasion of its fath- 
er’s death, and buried him with peculiar 
ceremonies, 

According to the best evidence which 
can be gathered from the writings of Dvi-i, 
Pliny, Herodotus and Dion Casstus, after 
the Phoenix had lived his allotted lifetime 
of 500 years, he selected a spot and pre- 
pared his own deathbed, which consisted 
of a sort of nest or funeral pyre, made of 
leaves and branches of the oak, ears of 
sweet spikenard, cinnamon bark, yellow 
myrfh, etc. Seating himself upon this he 
flapped his wings wth such velocity as to 
cause the nest to take fire. After bird and 
nest had been consumed, a little worm ap- 
peared in the ashes and rapidly developed 
into a full-fledged Phoenix. The first care 
of the new bird was to arrange for the 
sepubture of bis father’s ashes, which act 
Herodotus describes as follows:

A Photographer Charged with Mak- 
ing Obscene Pictures.

There is no ruler in the world so inter- 
esting today as the Hmperor of Japan. 
‘He has moved from his capital, Tokyo, 400 
miles westward to his naval station at 
Hiroshima, and he has practically taken 


control of his army. He has his parlia-| 


ment and his cabinet with him, and he is 
directing the naval and miiiitary forces by 
telegraph. There is no m ch in the 
world who is so little underétood, and of 
whom the world knows so little. You hear 
little said about ‘him in Japan, and the 
information which I got had to be worked 
for; and it only came in response to many 
questions.. Among others whom I inater- 
_ Viewed on the subject was His Majesty's 
grand master of ceremonies, Mr. Sanno- 
miya. -He told me that the Emperof,was 
the hardest worked man in Japan, and 
that he had directions to bring all tele- 
grams that came concerning the rebellion 
in Korea directly to him, no matter what 
‘hour of the night they came. He said 
his whole day was devoted to work, and 
that he had-his fingers on nearly evary 
branch of the government. I heard the 
same from other Japanese statesmen, and 
the change in Japan is no more wonderful 
than the change’ which has taken place in 

_ the character of the Emperor. 

KEPT IN A GLASS CAGE. 

The present Emperor of Japan was kept 
In a sort of a glass cage, figuratively 
speaking, during the first third of his life. 
He was 45 years old last November, and 
he was put on the throne at the age of 15. 
This was when the Shogun was still com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, and was 
practically the ruler of Japan. I had at 
one time in Kioto a guide furnished me 
by the governor of the city, and he took 
me into the palace of the Emperor, where 
the present Mikado lived for the first part 
of his life, and told me something: about 
him. “At this time He was sd that

no one mentioned his tame. When it was 
necessary to write it a letter was left out 
from reverence. He was, like the Em- 
peror of China, a sort of a son of heaven, 
and he was kept in this big palace, sur- 
rounded by a baker’s dozen or so of con- 
cubines and a lot of servants. Whenever 
he went out it was in a closed cart, and he 
knew nothing whatever of what was going 
on in Japan. I saw his throne. It looked 
“‘maore like a four-pogsted bedstead than any- 
thing else. It was covered with fine white 
silk, and the Emperor sat cross-legged on 
the floor, and he had a couple of swords 
on tables be side him. __I had to take off my 
shoes before I was admitted into the pal- 
' ace, and I walked for about a mile over 
soft matted floors. The palace is alto- 
gether Japanese’ in structure. It has slid- 
ing walls covered with gold leaf, and it 
is decorated with paintings by old Jap- 
anese masters. It was in it that the Em- 
peror received the foreigners for the first 
time. This was about twenty-six years 
ago, and it was shortly after that that 
_he moved his court to Tokyo. He has 
visited Kioto several] times since then, 
and at one time came back to open the 
railroad at Kobe. 

THE EMPBROR’S PALACBS. 

The home of the Mikado at Tokyo is 
far different from these old Japanese pal- 
aces in Kioto. He has @ vast estate right 

_ in the center of the city, made up of hill 
and valley, containing lakes and woods, 
_and vast one-story palaces. It is sur- 
rounded by three moats, some of which 
are crossed by marble bridges, and at all 
of which you find soldiers in modern uni- 
forms. These moats are’ in places from 
100 to 200 feet wide. They are filled with 


water and magnificent lotus flowers float | 


upon them on sheets of green leaves. 

_ His palaces are now a combination of 
Burope and Japan. They cost $3,000,000, 
and the walls of many of the rooms are 
sliding ones, made of immense plate-glass 
doors in lacquered frames. They are so 
Arranged that a great number of rooms 
tan be thrown into one, and many of the 
parlors are large. Sonte are ceiled with 
the most magnificent embroideries, and 
there is one room which has a ceiling of 
gold-thread tapestry, the cloth covering 
of which cost $10,000. Many-of the floors 
Are inlaid, and they are covered with the 
Onest and softest of white mats, on the 
top of some of which are magnificent 
rugs, I don’t know how many rooms 
there are in the palace buildings, but 
they. run up into the hundreds. 
Where is one dining-room that will seat 
100° people. There are ballrooms* and

| Teceptions are, as a rule, very stiff on the 


tlrere are bedrooms finished in both for- 
eign and Japanese style. The banqueting 
‘hall takes 540 square yards of matting to 
cover it. Its ceiling glows with gold, ‘and 
its walls are hung with the costliest silk. 
There are six imperial studios in the pal- 
ace, and the throne chamber has a ceiling 
paneled with the Japancee crests. It is 
here that the Emperor receives the for- 
eign ministers, and he talks to them 
through interpreters. They bow three

forty million people, and there are a bak- 
|er’s dozen of political factions, many of 
which. are anxious to create trouble. The 
changing condition of the people makes 
plenty of work. You can never tell who 
is going to fly. off on a tangent, and the 
newspapers have to be carefully watched. 
The Emperor keeps. his. eyes on .every- 
thing—at least, I was told so. He rises 
early, dnd breakfasts about 7 o'clock. fle 
utes a knffe.and fork whenever he takes 
foreign food, but pe prefers, the chop- 
sticks at his Japanese dinners. He eats 
both kinds of food, and is very: fond of 
rice, taking it with every meal. 
He likes meats, and is by no 
theans averse to sweets. He us- 
‘wally eats his breakfast alone and also 
his lunch. His dinner is served in table 
d’'hote style, and with all the Buropean 
accompaniments. Contrary to the regu- 
lar practice in Japanese families, his wife 
often sits down at the table with him, and 
also the Crown Prince. His work 

as soon as his breakfast is over. From 
o’clock until 12 he receives his ministers 
and discusses matters of state. After this 
he takes his lunch, and then spends a 
little time in reading newspapers. He 
watches closely the Japanese press, keeps 
track of current public opinion, and, I 
venture, changes his actions somewhat to 
suit it. All the papers are looked over 
for him, and the passages which he should 
see are marked. Ordinary misstatements 
or criticismis he ‘passes over, but if a 
newspaper becomes at all dangerous, he 
gives an order to his censors, and .the 
newspaper is stopped, while its editors 
are Hable to be thrown into prison. He 
has also the leading foreign papers, and 
the articles of these which treat of Japan 
translated for him, and he keeps track 
of public opinion ali over the world. He 
takes our illustrated papers, and the arti- 
cles relating to the pictures in them are 
sometimes translated. He does a great 
deal of work in the afternoon, but toward 
evening goes out for exercise. He is a 


has a large private fortune. Mr. Sanno- 
miya, his grand master of ceremonies, 
told me that he knew all about his invest- 
ments and that ae was a good business 
man. He’ has a’ great deal of money in 
public land. He is not extravagant in his 
living, and, the customs of Japan are such 
that he not have to entertain as ex- 
tensively as the monarchs of Burope. He 
has. magnificent turnoats and. rides .about 
in great. yatate; , opens Parliament 
in person, aid *at tiie back of the Senate 
chamber, behind the president's. chair.

_ A BLUE: BLOODED MONARCH. . 
The Emperor of Japan is entitled to 


on earth.. The royal family of Japan has 
a geneaological tree. which reaches to 
heaven, and Aheir traditions state that 
the Emperor comes from the gods. There 
have been 121-emperors of Japan, and 
they all belong to this family.. The

He 
has to marry the daughter of one of the 
court nobles, and the Empress is,; there- 
fore, not of royal blood.

She has 
hospitals and schools, and she is one of 
the most charitable of monarchs. 
Noble Girls’ School founded by her at 
Tokyo is like one of our best female col- 
leges, and it is devoted to the education 
of the young peeresses of the empire. Her 
Majesty often visits it, and she has the 
girls call upon her at the palace. 

She is not fond of society, and she is 
almost as busy as the Emperor. She has 
her own secretaries,.and her time is taken 
up with reading, study, receptions and 
charitable work. She likes to ride horse- 
back, and she often takes a ride through 
the palace grounds. She-is short, rather 
than tall, and is slender and petite. She 
has not the very best of health, and was 
ill Tring.a greater part of the summer. 

BORE’ TO BLUSH UNSEEN. 


There are a number of ladies connected 
with the palaces in Tokyo who, like the 
flowers in Gray’s Elegy, are “born to 
blush unseen,”’ though they do not “waste 
their sweetness on the desert air.” I re- 
fer to.the secondary wives of the Em- 
peror. You hear nothing about these in 
Tokyo, and they are kept as much as pos- 
sible in the background. But from time 
immemorial the Emperor has been alloted 
a certain number of secondary wives or 
concubines, and there are, I am_ told, 


They have establishments of their ewn, 
and are the daughters of nobles. The 
Crown Prince is the son of one of them, 
his mother’s name being Madame Yanagi- 
JAPAN'S NEXT EMPEROR. 


The Crown Prince Was 16 years old last 
September. ..He is a very bright boy, dark- 
faced, ama almond-eyed, of the most pro- 
nounced Japanese type. He is as straight 
as an affow, and is fond of military pur- 
suits, a is an officer, I think, in the 
army. has been educated in the 
-nobles’ school, and he is learning English 
and French. He has an establishment of 
his own inside the palace grounds, with 
‘his own servants, guards and attendants. 
He occasionally comes over and stays with 
his father, eating dinner with him and 
sometimes sleeping ih his father’s quar- 
ters. He does not look very much like 
his father; bis face being rounder and 
shorter. The ‘Emperor is very dark; and 
his features are heavy and swarthy. He 
is taller than the average Japanese, and 
he has the flat nose, the wide nostrils and 
the rather thick lips which you see-all 
over Japan. | 

THE COURT AT HIROSHIMA.

It has always been 
a great manufacturirg place, but I hear 
that it has had a great boom since the. 

Wages have 
doubled, and modern methods have come 
in. Barbers now charge 8 cents instead 
of 2 cents for a shave, and the Japanese 
member of Parliament who wants his 
hair cut in foreign style has to pay 12 
cents for it instead of the 4 cents which 
is the regular price. Pravisiong of all 
kinds have gone up, and the city is filled 
with concert troupes, geishas and the float- 
ing population which always hangs around 
a pleasure-loving center. Tokyo, the Jap- 
anese capital, has been materially injured 
by* the change, and the theaters are only.

So it was with an especial pleasure that 
I took advantage of an oppartunity to meet 
the creator of “‘Trilby’’ at his home in 
London. I say “in London,” for Hamp- 
stead, where Mr. Du Maurier’s house is 
situated, forms a part of the city, though 
it is remote from the more crowded dis- 
tricts. In America it would be called a 
suburb, and a very delightful suburb it is, 
by far the most rural of all the outlying 
districts of London. ‘“‘New Grove House,” 
where Mr. Du Maurier has lived for sev- 
eral years, is within a short walk of Hamp- 
_stead Heath, that fine tract of open coun- 
try which gives one of the most extensive 
and splendid views of all England. For 
generations the Heath has been the resort 
of literary. men, notably Coleridge and 
Keats and Leigh Hunt. Lovers of the 
place for its historic associations.as well 
as for its beauty will tell you that on the 
littlepond at the top of the steep hill which 
you have to mount to reach the Heath, 
Leigh Hunt used to, help Coleridge’s chil- 
dren sail their toyboats. Near by is the 
celebrated. Jack Straw’s cottage, now one 
of the few picturesque inns left in Lon- 
don, where Charles Dickens used to come, 
and where Sir Frederick Leighton, Lord 
Randolph Churchill and other celebrities 
often come now for a day of rest and 
quiet. New associations are gathering about 
the Heath, and in years to come people will 


madness, and after that I went on with 
the work to the end without any more 
trouble. And, by the way, that very_morn- 
ing an odd thing happened. you recall 
the passage in ‘Peter Ibbetson’ which re- 
fers to the happiest day in Peter's lite— 
the day when he played with his little 
wheelbarrow? It was suggested by a day 
in my own childhood that has always 
seemed to me the happiest in my life. Well, 
just after I resumed work on the story 
I happened to go out into the garden of 
the house in Bayswater where we were 
staying at the time and I discovered there 
the identical wheelbarrow I had played 
with that day. Of course, it wasn’t really 
the same one, but it was exactly like it. 
So I considered the incident a good 
omen.”’ 

“I’ve often wondered,” I said, as Du 
Maurier sat back in his chair, smiling 
and running one hand through his hair, 
‘how you happened to think of the theme 
of ‘Peter Ibbetson?’’ Then, too, I remem- 
ber your saying in the story that anyone 
could cultivate the power to dream as 
Peter did and at the time I felt a great 
curiosity to know if this had any scien- 
tific basis.”’ 

“No,” Mr. Du “Maurier replied, ‘‘that 
statement Of mine was merely part of the 
story. And as for the theme, that had 
been in my mind for years. I’ve always 
had remarkable dreams, and these, I sup- 
pose, first suggested the idea to me. I 
used to wonder iff it might not be possible 
for two people to have the same dream. 
Of course, I don’t pretend that this js in 
the least probable; indeed, the possibilities 
are dead against it. But the possibility 
Interested me, and on that I built the 
story. What curious things dreams are! 
I shall never forget one dream that I have 
had. I thought I had gone back to a place 
in France where I lived as a boy, and I 
felt radiantly happy, happier than I had 
ever been before. In fact, my happiness 
was so great that it became almost suf- 
focating. I recognized everything about 
the place with ‘the greatest joy—even to

of it as the place where George du 
Maurier took his daily walk. 

The afternoon upon which I made my 
way to Hampstead was dull and the 
picturesque Queen Anne houses on the hill 
and the trees around them were en- 
shrouded in a silver mist. The whole dis- 
trict, with its narrow winding roads, its 
quaint architecture, and its homelike air, 
was typically English... New Grove. House 
stands very near the top of the hill and 
the view from the windows is uncommonly: 
fine. One would expect the interior of 
the house of an artist to be artistic, and 
no one could be disappointed in Du Maur- 
jer’s home, filled as it is with rare pic- 
tures, drawings and art treasures. 

Our talk naturally turned to Mr. Du 
Maurier’s literary work, and of that the 
author spoke with perfect frankness. ‘It 
has all been a great surprise to me,”’ he 
said. “I had no idea that I could write 
till my good friend, Henry James, tried 
to persuade me that I could.” 

“How did Mr. James happen to do 
that?’’ I asked. | 

“It was one day while we were walk- 
ing together on Hampstead Heath. We 
were talking about story-writing, and I 
,said. to him: ‘If I were a writer, it 
seems to me that I should have no diffi- 
| culty about volots. I have in my head now 


the minutest detail. Yet when I woke up 
and compared the place in my dream 
with the place where I thought I had been 
while I was dreaming I found that the 
two places were entirely different. So, you 
see, I hadn’t dreamed true.’’ 

Werhaps the most remarkable fact in 
connection with the writing of ‘Peter 
Ibbetson’’ was tHe ease with which it 
shaped itself. Mr. Du Maurier=had not 
been trained as a novelist; yet ha took 
up the novelist’s tools and used them with 
the skill of a professional. ‘‘While I was 
at work on the story,’’ he said, “a friend 
of mine, an author, came to see me, and I 
told him’ how I was doing it, and he 
seemed to think I was on the right track.” 
This was the only help he received. Goit 
F would seem thet instinctively the talent for 
authorship had developed itself, 

When I asked Mr. Du Maurier if he had 
not in youth written out tales for his own 
amusement, he shook his head. “No,” he 
said, ‘‘ Peter Ibbetson’ was absolutely the 
first story I ever ‘wrote. And yet, I have 
in one sense, been writing stories all my 
life. Every one of my pictures, for ex- 
ample, has had under it a story condensed 
to the smallest possible space. The neces- 
sity of condensing my description and dia- 
logue has been of great benefit to me in 


writing my two novels.’’

I felt the same 
lack of ideas when I finished ‘Peter Ibbet- 
son.’ I though I should never writ® an- 
other book. But I suppose that is a pretty 
common experience with writers.” 

“But you already had the plot of 
‘Trilby’ in mind.”’ 

. “Yes, but my earliest conception of thé 
story was quite different from the one I 
finally worked out. I had first thought of 
‘Trilby’ as a girl of very low birth, a serv- 
ant or something like that. Then it oc- 
curred to me that it would be much better 
to make her interesting—to create a per 
son who would be Jiked by readers. As & 
good many peoplé seem to be fond of 
‘Trilby’ now, I’m very glad Indeed that I 
made the change.”’

“Oh, no; it was wholly imaginary.” : 

Those who have followed” “Trilby’s” 
career as a singer must have realized that 
Mr. Qu Maurier’s knowledge of music is 
more than that of the amateur. So I was 
not surprised to learn from him that he is 
himself something of a musftian, and has 
been brought up in an atmosphere of 
music. 

“My grandfather sang,’ he said, “and 
my father had a most beautiful baritone 
voice. He studied at the Conservatoire in 
Paris, and was considered the best pupil 
there. He thought of becoming a profes- 
sional singer, but abandoned the plan while 
he was still young. ‘So his public appear 
ances were for charity only, and few in 
number, but he often sang for his friends, 
In ‘Peter Ibbetson’ I have given & descrip- 
tion of my father. It is a fact that on one 


occasion while walking in Paris with some / 


friends he saw a beggar woman who was’ 
playing a guitar and singing, and-on th¢ 
impulse took the guitar from her and bé- 
gan singing himself. A crowd gathered, 
and when he had finished he passed his 


hat and collected quite a‘ sum of money for 


the woman.” 
Du Maurier is said to have inherited his 


| father’s gift, though he no longer sings 


even for his friends: But his interest in 
music is as great as ever and he likes to 
write about singers. What descriptién 
could be finer than his account of “Tril- 
by’s”’ debut in Paris? It deserves to rate 
among the most vivid pieces of descrip- 
tive writing in the language. But whet 
I asked Mr. Du Maurier if it were drawn 
from experience, re replied: ‘‘Well, not 
exactly, though a concert of Mme. Pat- 
ti’s in Albert Hall may have suggested 
it. And that reminds me,” he added 
quickly, ‘‘of a note that I had from a 
lady in Boston the other day. She said 
that the doctors of Boston had been dis- 
cussing the point whether “Trilby” really 
could have been taught to sing by “~hypnot- 
ism as described in the story, and they 
agreed that it was »possible. Of course, 
she had been under the hypnotic in- 
fluence for a long time while she was be-. 
ing trained for the stage, and, besides, 
the chords of the throat had been trained. 
It would have been quite different if she 
had been hypnotized just for the o- 
casion.”’ 

I told Mr. Du Maurier of the case of @ 
man in New York who had never learned 
to play the piano, but on one occasion had 


played it in public while under hypnotie = 


influence, with the skill of a professional 
pianist. “It’s the same thing,’ he eri#d: 
But the case of the pianist seemed to mé 
even more remarkable than “ *s” 
case, for it was unpremeditated. 

The conversation then drifted to hypno- 
tism in general and Mr. Du Maurier re- 
marked that be had not given the subject 
_— much study though he was interested 
n it. 

“A rather promnient physician told me 
the other day,”’ he said, ‘‘that it was of 
very little practical use and he thought 
that in the treatment of disease it did 
more harm than good; it gave the pa- 
tient a worse disease than he had had be- 
fore, weakened his will, among other 
things. But psychical subjects are very 
fascinating, and in my next book I want 
to treat something of the kind, blending 
it with perfectly human characters, you 
know, with every day life for a back- 
ground, but I mustn’t say anything more 
about that,’’ he added with a smile. 

There are not many men who are able 
to carry two occupations at once, and I 
had often wondered how a busy artist like 
Du Maurier had found time to write his 
novels. The artist himself gave the ex- 
planation. ‘I often hear authors complain 
of the labor of writing,”’ he said, “but 
I've found it a great pleasure. Perhaps 
that is because I’m only an amateur 
writer. I presume that if I had begun as 
a novelist I should find myself drawing, 
which is extremely difficult to me, a, 
creation. The two stories I have w 
quite absorbed me. I fairly lived wi 
them, except when at work on my pic- 
tures. When I went out to walk on the 


heath my characters came with me. ~ 


‘Trilby’ fairly wrote itself in six weeks.” 


“Six weeks!” I repeated in astonish- 
ment. 
‘Yes, really six weeks, though there 


were three months between the day I be- 
gan it and the day I wrote the last. line. 
Four days in the week I devoted,.to draw- 
ing; the rest of the time I wae free to 
write.”’ 

Here Mr. du Maurier quoted the famil- 
iar saying about easy writing and added 
that he doubted if it always were hard 
reading. Indeed, his own work proves 
that it is not, for a more readable style 
than his could hardly be imagined. It is 
as clear as the writing of the French au- 
thors to whom Mr. du Maurier is akin. 
Just how much his style owes its plasticity 
to his French origin and training it would 
be interesting to know. Both of his books 
show how much he still loves Paris, where 
he spent most of his first twenty years. 

“But it’s the old Paris that I love,” he 
said. when I spoke of this. “The Paris 
of today isn’t like it. And then Passy, 
too, is very dear to me; I spent many 
happy days there. The Latin quarter that 
I describe in ‘Trilby’ was the quarter that 
I knew between the ages of 22 and 23, and 
the life there that I’ve described was the 
life I saw then. Three years before, I 
had ended my studies at the Sorbonne and 
then had left for England, and I remained 
in England till I returned to Paris. But 
when I go back now it all seems so dif- 
ferent. Paris is not nearly so beautiful 
or interesting as it was then. I remem- 
ber wkat a shock I had when I! first saw 
the Champs Elysees, after they cut down 
the trees there. Of course, the Place de 
la Concords is still fine, but not so fine 
as it used to be in the old days. The 


only thing in Paris that reminds me of 


old times now are the Madeleine and a 
few other public buildings and monu- 
ments. As for the Latin quarter, that 
has become very respectable. I fancy, it’ 
the only part of Paris that is respectable.” 

Mr. Du Maurier has so many friends in 
America that I asked him if he had not 
been urged to cross the Atlantic for @ 
visit. “Oh, yes,” he said, “they want me 
to go over and lecture. But I’m afraid the 
journey would be too fatiguing. You ‘see, 
I have to take pretty good care of myself. 
I’m not over-vigorous, and my eyesight, 
too, has been weakening during the past 
few years. I am now obliged to make my 
drawmmgs much larger than I used to do,” 

But in spite of the difficulties he has to 
contend with, Mr. Du Maurier is still full 
of enthusiasm, and before very long will 
undoubtedly have another book ready. He 
has not as yet begun it, but it is shaping 
itself in his mind, and will soon spring 
out as “Trilby” did. The public will not 
be satisfied until he has written every one 
of those other stories he has in his mind,

SENT TO LONDON TO FOUND A NEWS- 

PAPER. 

It may have been fourteen years ago 
that Mr. Quinby sent Mr. Barr to Lon- 
don to attempt a difficult and original 
newspaper enterprise. He was to estab- 
lish an English edition of an American 
paper and make it pay. The journalistic 
and literary world of London were amazed 
to see him succeed. But after completing 
the work he came to do, Mr. Barr grew 
restless, and, having the magazine bee 
buzzing in his bonnet, looked about for a 
partner in the daring venture. His first

characteristically, his life was a constant 
struggle to get something easier to do than 
the job he was at. He cut down white- 
wood: timbér on a Canadian backwoods 
farm, helped to saw the huge trees into 
logs, drove a team with them to the saw- 
mill when the sleighing was good, hewed 
oak trees into square timbers, split rails 
and built fences. In order to have an easier 
Mfe he quit lumbering and took to farm- 
ing. This did not seem to him the ideally 
luzurigus life, so he learned the carpenter 
trade and reached the height of 75 cents 
a day and board, for his work. But car- 
péentering had its drawbacks. While work- 
ing at the cornice of a building in Iona, 
Ont., the foot of the ladder, on whose 
upper rungs he stood, slipped, and the 
young man fell thirty feet on a pile of 
bricks with the ladder on top of him. He 
was knocked senseless and barely escaped 
with his life. On recovering he resolved to 
quit earpentering, y as his em- 
ployer, a respected citizen of St. Thomas, 
Ont., mever paid him a cent for his work 
from that day to this. 

Seeing that his chances of becoming a 
millionaire at this rate were remote, the 


y, then 19 years of age, went to school 
for six months. He had always been a 
great’.reader, devouring fiction, mathe- 
matics and science, indiscriminately. His 
mind was full of isolated and incongruous 
chunks of knowledge which the six months 
at school seemed to fuse together to such 
purpose that he passed the government 
examination and took a certificate as a 
Canadian school master, his first school 
being near Chatham, Ont. While teach- 
he studied, and having accumulated enough’ 
money, he went to college at Toronto, 
where one of his favorite professors was 
Dr. Carlyle, a nephew of Thomas Car- 
lyle. Mr. Barr describes himself as being 
a tious, questioning, irritating stu- 
dent, thorn in the flesh to the author- 
ities, “a breaker of rules, saved from ex- 
pulsion by the forbearance of the head 
master and the kindly, gentle manliness 
of Dr. Carlyle, who took a great interest 
in a young man that wanted to know 
everything and learn it right away. 

When Mr. Barr became head master of 
Windsor, (Ont.,) public school with twelve 
assistant teathers he thought he was 
fixed for life, and forthwith married Miss 
Bennett, a young lady who had been a 
pupil in the first school he taught. But 


choice fell upon Kipling, but as that ge- 
nius was pluming for a fresh flight to 
India.“Mr. Barr invited Jerome K. Jerome 
to help him in founding the Idler. ’ 

It is difficult to fancy an Englishman 
editing any important literary enterprise, 
to suit us, so totally different is the tem- 
perament as well as the taste and preju- 
dices of the two peoples. In fact, it has 
neyer proved profitable to import a Brit- 
ish publication scheme without ‘radical 
measures of adaptation. Consequently it 
is surprising to find a man from a North- 
western State, American to the core, and 
living in close sympathy with our ideas 
and institutions, crossing the seas and by 
the subtlety of his intuitions satisfying 
the literary demands of the English read- 
ing public. His success denotes not only 
a swift and forcible intelligence, but ex- 
traordinary powers of penetration and rare 
ae in observing a foreign peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Barr is a tall, muscular man of fine 
presence, whose big, shapely head, strong 
jaw and intepid gray eyes suggest mental 
vigor and indomitable will. He looks like 
a man fit for untried experiences, a man 
who would enjoy pioneering on the fron- 
tiers of the social, scientific or physical 
world. He holds many advanced ideas, is 
in close sympathy with the workingman, 
and his hew novel, to be published shortly, 
deals with the great problem agitating 
labor and capital. It was in.a spirit of 
rather scoffing curiosity that Mr. Barr 
first attended William Morris’s socialistic 
seances. He found it entertaining to drop 
into the poet’s beautiful drawing rooms 
and watch the handsome Misses Morris 
do the honors for their father’s queer 
company, and casually he liked to re- 
fute arguments and opinions advanced by 
the other guests. But sympathy followed 
on the heels of interest and before he 
knew it Robert Barr was in the forefront 
of social reformers, although he says his 
conversion was due to the reading of Bel- 
lamy’s “Looking Backward’’ and not to 
the teachings of the poet-socialist.

A SCARCITY OF MAGAZINES STRICTLY 
AMERICAN. 

“Oh, I know that, but I said American 
magazines. You have three, the Cen- 
tury, the Atlantic and one more. All the 
rest should be published in London, as 
their principal contributors come from 
England. Take, for example, a- leading 
publishing house in New York, it has a 
famous magazine, a famous weekly ladies’ 
paper, all supported by American dol- 
lars. During the present year the chief 
serials in each of these publications were 
written by Englishmen. That publishing 
house, appealing to American people, 
practically says to American writers: 
‘There are none of you capable of fur- 
nishing a continued story. for either one 
of our three publications.” And this is 
not exceptional, for last yéar the maga- 
zines had two novels running through its 
numbers written by Englishmen and an- 
other leading American miagazine an- 
nounces that next year its principal fea- 
tures will be novels written by two other 
noted Englishmen.’’ 

But don’t you think that the responsi- 
bility rests with the reading public? Suc- 
cessful publishers give the people what 
they want.”’ 

“That is true to a certain extent. The 
American reading public has been for 


‘years in the position of—what do you call 


the receiver of stolen goods—a ‘fence.’ 
They have been receiving their literature 
on the fence principle—a $1.50 novel for 
10 cents. It will take some years before 
the evil of the ante-copyright days is over- 
come. Nevertheless, I believe that if a 
man now got out a magazine at a cheap 
price—a magazine that was entirely, thor- 
oughly and aggressively American, he 
would score one of the greatest successes 


of the time. If-there were any reciprocity 


in this 
astrous, 


matter it wouldn’t be so dis- 
but there is practically none. 
The English people don’t care 
about American stories in their 
magazines. Sometimes an American serial 
gets into an English magazine, but it is 
always when the magazine is new and the 
editor is green. The Idler printed a con- 
tinued story by acelebrated writer during 
its first year. I doubt if it will ever do so 
again. The Pall Mall Magazine did the 
game during its first year, but the editors 
probably know better by this time. I do 
not believe that the most famous American 
author liviag could give away the best 
story he ever wrote to an English maga- 
zine. A country that is going to amount 
to anything in any department of human 
industry must pay absolutely no respect 
to the opinions of any other country. ©En- 
gland cares nothing for the opinion of 
America in literature, and in this she is 
@bsolutely right. France cares nothing 
for the opinion of England, and Germany 
cares nothing for the opinion of France, 
England or America.’ 

LITTLE AMERICAN DEPENDENCE IN 

OUR LITERARY OPINIONS. 

“The United States,’ continued Mr. 
Barr, “‘is the only civilized country in the 
world that takes its literary opinions from 
another country. Its attitude toward En- 
gland in this matter is abject, cringing, 
and, what is more astonishing, financially 
idiotic, for I am thoroughly convinced that 
some big fortunes are to be made right 
‘here in New York by the men who first 
realize that America can be as great in 
-literature as she is in business and 
jin inventions. Look at what America 
has done where she has cast off all Euro- 
pean trammels and gone in to win. In- 
stead of looking to England for her inven- 
tions, she makes England come to her. 
The Englishman saves his life with the 
American airbrake, he dictates his letters 
to the American phonograph and has them 
written on the American typewriter; he 
sends his messages by the Morse system 
of telegraphing, he hellos through the 
American telephone and so on down the 
list. Look at the American newspaper, 
especially the Sunday issues; there is noth- 
ing like them in the civilized world. They 
not only give all the news from every part 
of the world, but they cover every possi- 
ble matter that can interest any reasonable 
reader. If newspaper proprietors had to 
depend on England for the machinery that 
produces their mammoth Sunday issues 
they would have to stop publication to- 
morrow. At this moment all the great 
dailies of London and most of the largest 
circulated weeklies are printed on Amer- 
ican machinery. If it were not for the 
newspapers of America there would be no 
literary men in this country, for the news- 
papers give them their first start and 
enable them to keep starvation from their 
doors while they are making a name for 
themselves.”’ 

AMERICAN HUMOROUS PAPERS DARE 
BE ORIGINAL, YET PROSPER. 

“To show that, after all, the people are 
not to blame in this matter,” said Mr. 
Barr further, “I may instance the tremen- 
dous success of the humorous paper in 
America, a success which has sprung up 
within the last few years. I can remem- 
ber the time when our comic literature 
was represented by a few miserable im- 
itations of Punch. At last some bright 
New York men thought that it was time 
to quit imitating and do something orig- 
inal. Then came Puck and Life and 
Judge, others that might be men- 
tioned. hey at once turned the tide and 
imitators sprung up in London. One of 
the most successful weeklies in England 
is made up entirely from Puck, Judge and 
Life and a dozen others would have to 
stop tomorrow if the humorous papers of 
America were.to suspend. These in- 
stances, picked up at random, show what 
America can do when she forgets that any 
other country exists and plays off her own 
bat, but the greatest dead weight on the 
neck of literature in the United States are 
the book publishers of America. 
.SHORT-SIGHTEDNESS OF THE AMER- 

ICAN BOOK PUBLISHER. 

“It seems as if this country of 65,000,000 
of people had throWn off whatever stu- 
pidity belonged to it and had concentrated 
that stupidity in the souls of the book pub- 
lishers of America, just as the devils in- 
habited the bodies of the swine we read 
of in scripture. Once a year or oftener 
every book publisher of New York goes 
prowling through London hunting up the 
British author. When I say to them, as 
I often have said on meeting them, ‘Why 
don’t you go home and give the American 
author a chance?’ their reply invariably 
is, “The people won't read American 
books.’ This may be true, but I very 
much doubt it. The American people 
have shown that they are willing and 
eager to support any good thing that is 
distinctly American, as are the news- 
papers, the comic journals and a thor- 
oughly American magazine like the Cen- 
tu 


ry. . 
“The publishers of America 


seem to be 
a timorous body of qiossingly stupid men 
who stand facing the East, waiting till 


England gives its opinion and then, with 


| purses made long by years of successful 


piracy, eagerly outbidding each other for 
the book that has Hngland’s seal upon it, 
while their own authors clamor at their 
doors in vain. It may be said that I am 
prejudiced in the matter and that my 
stories or books have been refused by 
American magazines or publishers. If this 
were true it would not alter the state of 
things in the least, Dut as far as I am 
aware no story uf mine has ever been of- 
fered to any American magazine, and if 
I could not find a publisher for my books 
I would simply come over to New York for 
a couple of weeks and start a publishing- 
house myself. There is nothing personal 
in this tirade, but I know that there are 
65,000,000 people in this country against 
48,000,000 in England, and that, therefore, 
the chances are sixty-five to forty-cight,

MR. BARR’S OWN EXPERIENCE WITH 
PUBLISHERS. 


“If I said that I had not had a book re- 
fused by ev publisher in America I 
would not be felling what is not true. I 
have the honor of being rejected by every 
man who published a book in this country 
and I will tell you the story of it. I wrote 
a collection of stories dealing with life on 
board Atlantic liners. It seemed to me 
that as New York was the greatest At- 
lantic liner port in the world some pub- 
lisher in this city might perbaps: take the 
book. I tried for*a month myself and 
failed. Then I gave a copy into the hands 
of a friend with a Hist of the remaining 
publishers in America and asked him to 
feed 4n that book to them gently, but 
firmly. 

‘In due course of time he wrote to me 
in England and asked if there were any 
more publishers, as he had exhausted the 
first lot. I told him to send the manu- 
script over to me, which he did. I had it 
retypewritten, for it was very much the 
worse for wear, and sent it to one of the 
first publishers in England under my own 
name, which was entirely unknown there, 
as I had always written under a nom de 
guerre. In a few days I received a letter 
from the publisher asking me to call. He 
aaid he liked the stories and that the 
publication of the book was now merely 
a matter of terms. I was, of course, 
ready to accept anything and speedily 
closed a contract with him. 

“As I was leaving he said: ‘Let me 
arrange for the publication of this book 
in America.’ I da to him, ‘Now that 
the contract is signed there is no object 
in keeping from you the fact that every 
publisher. in Atmerica has refused that 
book.’ He laughed and answered that 
he thought he knew a first-class firm in 
New York who would publish it. When I 
got three sets of proof sheets I sent one 
to a friend in New York and one to a 
friend in London, both in the literary 
agency line. I sent these sets of proofs 
to them merely to show that I had at last 
succeeded in hooking a publisher and not 
because I expected them to get me a New 
York man. My London friend a week or 
so later sent a note by his office boy to 
me, saying, ‘Mr. Blank of the noted house- 
of Blank & Company, New York, has‘ 
seen these proofs and will be glad to pub- 
lish the bouk.’ I answered on the back. 
of my friend's note, ‘For heaven’s sake 
sit on Mr. Blank until he signs a contract 


the contract. Then no-go a letter from 
my London publishers, ying that Cy- 
pher & Co., of New York would publish 
my book. Third, there came a letter from 
my New York friend saying that Naebt 
& Co. had read the proofs ana woud 
publish the book. 

“Now, you see, that book was the same 
throughout. Three eminent New York 
publishers refused the volume when it 
came to them from Detroit in manuscript. 
The same three eminent American firms 
accepted the same book when it came to 
them with the halimark of a London pubs 
lisher upon it. You see, the beauty of 
this story is that it doesn’t matter a cent, 
as far as the moral ig concerned, whether 
the book was good or bad. It showed that 
as far as these eminent New York, firms 
were concerned a man from Detroit had 
no chance and a man from London had 
three chances.

ADELE MARROC. 
REVOLVER SHOOTING FOR 
WOMEN. 


[From a Special Contributor.1, 
There are some secrets or rather points, 
in regard to shooting.off a revolver that 
are worth while considering. | 
Possibly, however, the tiger in the jun- 
gle and the bear in the mountain as tar- 
gets do not allure you, but you will have 
the misguided midnight burglar to contem- 
plate. It may be well just here to re- 
mark, in parenthesis, that the efficacy of 
pictols in the jungles is open to doubt, 
but the burglar is always with us, and 
we ought to know the very best and most 
fin de. siecle way of shooting him. 

The following hints are given on the 
authority of a gentleman who is an ex- 
pert. 

to hold the 
‘weapen is of greatest importance; the 
body -must be balanced equally on each 
foot (@ven if your burglar escapes mean- 
While) slightly facing the target and the 
arm held perfectly straight out. The arm 
should never be bent.- The hand grasps 
the revolver high on the butt, with the 
thumb well around to the inside and

straight, and the trigger finger entirely 
free. This throws the work of holding the 
revolver wholly on the outer fingers. The 
object of this position of the hand is to 
get the barrel in exact line with the arm 
when extended, thus bringing the target, 
the sights and eye in one line. This po- 
sition also minimizes the ‘effect of tremb- 
ling and rotating the arm. The weapon 
being properly aimed it should be held 
there, and the trigger very gently and 
steadily pressed. The mind should forget 
the possibility of an explosion, and the 
whole attention deyoted. to holding the 
sights of the revolver. in eaxctly the 
proper position on the target. (If you are 
not quite steady, in attending to all these 
little details, the burglar will doubtless 
shoot you—but that is an incident!) 

Above all things should the shooter keep 
up a steady pressure with the trigger fin- 
ger, and on no account yield to the temp- 
tation to add just a little more force sud- 
denly. The technical terms expressing 
these qualifications,are ‘‘good holder,” and 
“good trigger pull.” 

The revolver is peculiarly an American 
weapon. The Americans have made scores, 
never approached by any other nation. 
Not only are they first, but they occupy 
every position between that and twentieth. 
The weapons in use are the quick-firing 
or. self-cocking and single action. What 
the sebf-cocker gains in rapidity of action 
ig more than lost by lack of accuracy. Still 
there are records where one has been able 
to put five shots in a space one foot square 
at a distance of thirty-six feet in four- 
fifths of one second. Such work is excep- 
tional. 

There-is.a certain class of individuals 
who cannot put three bricks in line on a 
table. Such, of course, can never learn to 
shoot. er, the sight of a pistol may 
send the cold shivers down your back. In 
this case, also, you will have something to 
—e before ydu can become an expert 

ot. 

“I always expect them to go off whether 
they are loaded or not,’’ I overheard a 
young girl say recently, speaking of pis- 
tols.

JOHN JAMES AUDUBON 


[CHILDREN’S STORIES OF AMBRICAN LIT- 
ERATURE SERIES.)

In the days when Louisiana was a 
province of Spain, a iittle dark-eyed boy 
used to wander among the fields and 
groves of his father’s plantation study- 
ing with eager delight the works of nature 
around him. 

Lying under the orange trees watching 
the mocking-bird, or learning from his 
mother’s lips the names of the flowers 
that grew in every corner of the planta- 
tion, he soon came to feel that he was part 
of that beautiful w rld, whose langage 
was the songs of birds and whose bounda- 
ries extendeéi t> every place where a 
blossom lifted its heal above the green 
sod. No other companions suited him so 
well, and no roof seemed fro sectre as 
that formed of the dense follage woder 
whith the fathered tribes resorted, or 
the caves and focks to which the curlew 
and cérmorant retired t5 protéct them- 
selves from the fury of the tempest. In 
these words we read the ficst chapter of 
the life history 0’ John Janes Audubon, 
the American fiaturalict and the author of 
the early classics of American \iterature. 

In those early days his father was Audu- 
bon's tenéhersand band in. band they 
searched the groves for new typocimens, 
or lingered over the nests where lay the 
helpless’ young. “It was the father who 
taught him’ to loom wpon the shining ergs 
as flowers in the bud and to note the dif- 
ferent characteristics which distinguishe.l 
them. These excurkions «cre of 
joy, but whem the time came for the tirds 
to take their amnual departure, the joy 
was turned to sorrow. To the young nat- 
uralist a dead bird, though beautifully 
preserved end mouktel, fave no fmeas- 
ure. It seemed but a miockery of life, 
and the constant care reeded to keep the 
specimens in good conditien, lrought an 
additional sense of loss.. Was there no 
way in which the memory of these th 
ered friends might be kept fresh and

beautiful? He turned in his anxicty to 
his father, who in answer faild tefore him 
a volume of filustratioas. Audubon turned 
over the leaves with a new bope in bis 
heart, and, anhough the pictures were 
badly executed, the idea satisfied him. 
Although he was unconscious of it, it was 
the moment of the birth of his uwn great 
life work. Pencil in hand he began to 
capy nature untiringly, athough fcr a lo 
time he producad what he h \f call 
but a family of cripples, the thetches Le- 
ing burned regularly-on his birthdays. Sut 
no failure-vould stop him and made bun- 
dreds of sketches of birds cvery year, 
worth less almoét in themselves becaure 
of bad drawing, but valuavle as studies 


of nature. 

Meantime for education the boy had been 
taken from siana to France, the home 
of his father, who wished him to become 
a soldier, sailor or engineer. For a few 
hours daily Audubon now studied~ matho- 
matics, drawing and geography, only to 
disappear in the sountry. when study hours 
were over, and.return with eggs, nests or 
curious plants. His rooms looked like a 
museum of natural history, and the walls 
_— covered with drawings of French 

rds. 

For one year be wrestled dutifully with 
problems and theorems, counting himself 
happy if by any chance he could fly to 
the country for an 
quaintance with the birds; and then the 
father admitted the son’s unfitness for mil- 
itary pursuits and sent him to America to 
take charge of some property. 

Audubon was then seventeen years of 
age and had but’ one ambition in life—to 
live in the woods with hie wild friends. 

He was the best skater in all the country 
side; at balls and parties he was the ama- 
teur master of ceremonies, gaily teachin 
the newest steps and turns that obtain 
in France. In the hunt it was Auduho 
dressed, perhaps, in satin breeches an 
pumps, for he a great dandy, who led 


the way throu the almost unbroken 
wilderness. add to this that he was an 
expert swimmer, once swimming the 


Schyulkill with a companion on his back; 
that he could. play any one of half a 
dozen instruments for an impromptu 
dance; that he could plait a set of ‘picnic 
dishes out of rushes; train dogs, end do 
a hundred other clever things, and it is 
easy to see why he was a.genera)] favorite. 

His private rooms were turned into 
museums, The walls were covered with 
festoons of birds eggs, the shelves crowded

It was 
the holiday of life for the young lover of 
nature, and he enjoyed it with good will. 

Here suddenly the idea of his great work 
came to him as he was one 
over his drawings and descriptions o 
birds. Suddenly, as jit seemed to him, 
though his whole Mlife had 
to ,it, he conceived the plan of 


a great work on American ornithology. . 


He began his gigantic undertaking as a 
master of the school of nature, wherein 
he had been so faithful a student, for he 
now saw with joy that the past which had 
often seemed idle, had been in reality rich 
with labors that wore to bear fruit. 

He began at once to put his work into 
scientific form, and nothing better illus- 
trates his energy and ambition than the 
fact that he entered on it alone and un- 
aided, though none knew better than he 
the toil and ceaseless endeavor necessary 
for its completion. Except in a very im- 
mature form, American ornithology at that 
time did not exist; it was a region as un- 
known to human thought as the new world 
which Columbus discovered. 

Season after season from the Gulf to 
Canada and back again, these winged créa 
tures of the air wended their way, stop- 
ping to hatch and breed their young, be- 
coming acquainted with Louisiana orange 
groves and New Exugland apple orchards, 
now fluttering with kindly sociability round 
the dwellings of men and again seeking 
lonely eeries among inaccessible mountain 
tops, pursuing their course at all time 
ae without the thought and cognizance | 

man. 

It was Audubon who was the conquerot, 
if not the discoverer, of titis aerial world of 


of Burope, and won for. ttedif the fame 
of being the most gigantic tdbical enter- 
prise ever undertaken by a single indi- 
vidual. To do this meant a iife of ai- 
most constant change, and Audubon can 
hardly have had an abiding place after his 
first serious beginning. The wide ocon- 
tinent became bis home, and he found his 
dwelling wherever the winged tribes 
sought shelter, from the wind and storm. | 
His pursuit was often interrupted by oc- 
cupations necessary for the eupport of his 
family, for at his father’s death he had 
ewe to his sister his whare of the estate

raise the money for family expenses. 
Again he taught drawing; the served as 
tutor in private families, ami in order 
to secure funds for the publication of his 
‘work, he earhed $2000 by dancing lessons, 
the largest he had ever. earned. 
Many dusiness speculations enlisted Audu- 
bon’s hopes, but all failed utterly. Once 
he embarked his money in a steam mill 
which, being Dullt in an unfit place, soon 
fafled.

to pay his passage up the Mississippi,*he 
bargained to draw the portrait of the cap- 
tain of the steamer and his wife as re- 
muneration. When he needed bocts, he 
obtained them by sketching the features 
of a friendly shoemaker, and more than 
hotel bills and saved 
som ng es sketching the faces 
of the host and his i ly. 

On the other hand, his adventures in 
search of material for his work were ro- 
mantic to satisfy the most ambi- 
tious traveler. From Florida to Labrador. 
and, from the Atlantic to then un- 
known regions of the Yellowstone 
seldom ‘the midst of dangers which 
threatened life itself. He hunted buffalo 
with the Indians of the great plains, 
and lived for months in the tents of the 
flerce Sioux. He spent a season in the 
winter camp of the Shawnees, sleeping 
wrapped in a buffalo robe, before the 
great campfire, and living upon wild tur- 
key, bears’ and opossums. 
he made studies of deer, bears, cougars, 
as well as wild turkeys, prairie hens and 
other birds. For days he drifted down 
the Ohio in a flat-bottomed boat, search- 
ing the uninhabited shores for specimens 
and living the life of the frontiersman, 
whose daily food must be supplied by his 
own exertions. Sometimes his studies 
would take him far into\the dense for- 
ests of the West, where the white man 
had. never before.trod, and the only thing 
that suggested humanity would be the 
smoke rising miles away from the even- 
ing campfire of some Indian hunter as 
lonely as himself. 

Once, as he lay stretched on the deck 
Sippi, He caught sight of a great eagle 
circling about his head.” Convinced that 
it was-a new species, he waited patiently 
for two before he again had a 
glimpse of it, above some butting crags, 
where its young were nested. Climbing 
to the place and watchiig like an Indian 
in ambush until it droppéd to its nest, 
Audubon found it to be a sea eagle. He 
named it ‘the Washington sea eagle, in 
honor of George Washington. Waiting 
two years longer, lée.was able to obtain a 
specimen, from which he made the pic- 
ture given in his work. This is but one 
example of the tireless patience with 

dies—years 


which he prosecuted his stu 

of waiting counting as nothing if he 
could but gain his end. 

Some of his discoveries in this 

of the birds he relates with a romantic 
enthusiasm. Throughout the entire work 
there runs the note of warmest sympathy 
with the lives of these creatures of the air 
and sunshine. He tel} us of their hopes 
and homes and interests, from the time of 
the nest-making till the young had flown 
away. The freedom of bird life, its happi- 
ness, its experiences and tragedies appea! 
to him as do those of humanity. The dis- 
covery of a new species is reported as 
rapturously as the news of a new star. 
Once in Labrador when he was making 
studies of the eggs, hia son brought to him 
a great hawk captured on the precipices 
far above his head. To Audubon’s delight, 
it was that rare specimen, the gerfalcon, 
whose white plumage had heretofore 
eluded the efforts of naturalists to obtain 
tain ped down from the 
igging above, udubon sat for hours 
a4 Hd @ sketch of this bird and feeling 
as rich as if he had Wiscavered some rare 
gem.

AN. OPINION .THAT WATER REACHES 
ARROYO FROM IT.

been stated. “The .water coming out 
from the ground.in the neighborhood of 
Second-street Park, he thinks, is from 
leaks in the zanja pipe running from reser- 
voir No. 4, along Fremont avenue and on 
to Westlake Park. This is the pipe which | 
it is expected will soon be replaced by a 
new one to be laid, the contract for 
which will probably be entered into within 
a few days, as soon as the question of cer- 
= details now under consideration can 


upon. 

Attention is: called to the fact that it 
is stated that a few years ago there was 
mo seepage from the ground near Second- 
street Park, and that except in a time of 
flood or heavy rains, there was no flow in 
the arroyo of water, as there is at pres- 
ent. There. was not as much water to be 
seen seeping from the ground year 
as there has been during the past sum- 
mer season, and the latter has been a 
much drier one for the reason there were 
few rains last winter. | 

It is therefore believed that when the 
Zanja running from reservoir No. 4 and 
supplying Westlake Park is preverly 
piped, as it is expected it will be in the 
mear future, the present flow of wuter 
will run in it only at time of min when 
there is a considerable drainage from the 
surface of certain portions of the district 
through which the arroyo runs. 

As soon as the proper piping of the 
vanja conduit can be effected there will 
probably be much less trouble experi- 
enced from the petroleum reaching the 

* southwestern jon of the city by way 
of the storm drain, as it does at present.

Is IT ENCKE’S COMET? 
Or Has the Lowe Observatory Cap- 
tured Another? 
On Thursday evening, November 20, 
Edward Swift discovered a very faint 
comet in Aquarius, which has continued 
slowly to is fainter, but with enough 
motion to pfove its cometary character, 


besides having a slight elongation sug- 
gestive of a tail.

A week later Mr. Swift was 
the region in which Encke’s periodical 
comet would be likely te make its reap- 
pearance when a nebulous object entered 
the field of his three-and-one-half-inch 
finder. Referring to his charts no nebula 
was located at that spot, and in a few 
hours a perceptible motion of the object 
was noticed. It was therefore concluded 
that this new patch of diffused light was 
Encke’s comet. 

But a day or two later the announce- 
ment came by mail of the rediscovery of 
Encke’s comet by Cerulli of Teramo, Italy, 
on November 1, that it had appeared on 
the photographic plate of Wolf at Heidel- 
burg on the night of October 31, and that 
it was moving in a southeasterly direction. 

Now as the comet observed by Swift is 
moving in a northeasterly direction, the 
question arises: Has the apparent direc- 
tion of Encke’s comet changed during the 
last three weeks, or is ‘this new object 
another comet hitherto overlooked, and 
lying near the path of Encke at the pres- 
ent time? It is highly probable that it 
is Encke’s comet and that the ap y 
contradictory motions will he r be 
reconciled. 

The period of Encke’s comet is about 
three-and-one-f years and its orbit 
lies wholly within that of the planet 
Jupiter.

The first American story from the pen of 
Rudyard Kipling has a place in the Decem- 
ber number of the Century. It is called 
“A Walking Delegate,” and it covers al- 
most every phase of the labor question as 
discussed by the professional agitator.
